THE CONSTITUTION (APPLICA I'lON TO JAMMU AND KASHMIR) 
SECOND AMENDMENT ORDER, 1975 

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of article 370 of the Constitution, 
the President, with the concurrence of the Government of the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir, is pleased to make the following Order, namely ;— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Constitution (Application to Jammu and Kashmir) 
Second Amendment Order, 1975. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2, In paragraph 2 of the Constiliition (Application to Jammu and Kashmir) Order, 
1954, in sub-paragraph (15) (relating to Part XX), the existing modification relating to 
clause (2) of article 368 shall be numbered as clause (a) of that sub-paragraph and after 
that clause as so numbered, the following clause shall be inserted, namely :—■ 

"(b) After clause (3) of article 368, the following clause .shall be added, namely :— 
‘(4) No law made by [lie Legislature of the State of Jammu and Kashmir seeking 
to make any change in or in the effect of any provision of the Constitution 
of Jammu and Kashmir relating to-- 

(a) appointment, powers, functions, duties, emoluments, allowances, privileges or 
immunities of the Governor; or 
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(b) superintendence, direction, and control of elections by the Election Com¬ 
mission of India, eligibility for inclusion in the electoral rolls without 
discrimination, adult suffrage and composition of the Legislative Council, 
being matters specified in sections 138, 139, 140 and 50 of the Constitution 
of Jammu and Kashmir, 

shall have any effect unless such law has, after having been reserved for the consideration 
of the President, received his assent.'”.
